Sloper antennas provide a simple and inexpensive way to get a high 
performance antenna going on the low bands (160-40 meters). The 
workshop will begin with a careful look at half and quarter-wave 
slopers and then go on to arrays of these antennas. There will be 
theory and modeling but the presentation will concentrate on 
practical examples. 


Rudy Severns is a retired engineering consultant in the design of 
power electronics, magnetic components and power conversion 
equipment. He was licensed in 1953 as WN7WAG. He now holds 
an extra class license. He has a B.S. in Engineering from UCLA 
and is the author of two books and over 80 technical papers. He is 
a fellow of the IEEE. His current insanity is operating on 160 
meters at the height of the sunspot cycle. When the sunspot 
minimum is reached he will QSY to 6 meters.
